DAYTON, Ohio AP—A group 
of Americans, British 
and 
Germans met again today minus 
the bond which beld them to­ 
gether 20 
years ago—Nazi 
barbed wire. 
More than 500 former allied 
airmen, prisoners of the Ger­ 
mans in tough Stalag Luft in 
after they were shot down over 
Europe, welcomed their ex- 
captors at an unusual reunion 
here to celebrate the 20th anni­ 
versary of their release. 
The purpose was two days of 
camaraderie, story telling and, 
partly, to thank some of the 
German officers who ran the 
prisoner of war camp. 
“ We cannot help but give the 
German Luftwaffe credit forthe 
fairly good treatment we re­ 
ceived,” said retired Maj.Gen. 
Delmar T. Spivey, now a mili­ 
tary school commandant. 
Former American POW’ssaid 
many of them owe their lives 
to the Germans. 
But 50 were shot to death 
in “ the great escape,” the flight 
to freedom through a massive 
tunnel recounted in a motion 
picture of the same name. 
Twenty-three others were sent 
back behind the barlied wire. 
One of three to make it to 
England, 
Dr. Dram Vander- 
stock, is among the guests here. 
So also is Royal Air Force 
hero, former group Capt. H. 
M. Day, who directed countless 
escape attempts for the 10,000 
airmen beld by the Nazis at 
Sagan, Germany. 
Four Germans who held key 
prison posts are also on band, 
including Herman Glemwitz, the 
chief of security. 
Cincinnati steel executive Da­ 
vid Poliak recalled him as a 
“ very tough, but fair and re­ 
spected man.” 
The roster of ex-POW’s at­ 
tending is sprinkled with big 
names from business, the mili­ 
tary and the government.

Katzenbach, due later today, is 
a Stalag III almous.

figures of the prison camp and, 
at the reunion is Murdo E.

While there were 40,900 motor vehicle deaths 
in 1962, there wrere 1,500,000 accidents that 
disabled the driver or passengers for more than 
one day. 
The Pure-ATA study suggests that emphasis 
on this side of the accident problem - rather 
than on fatalities alone - - might be effective, 
but is almost entirely overlooked in safety 
slogans and campaigns. 
The study notes that most drivers are unim­ 
pressed by the usual range of safety slogans 
and signs that are designed to scare them. At 
least partly this is because the average driver 
considers himself to be a “ good driver’* and the 
slogans, therefore, don’t really apply to him. 


Another factor in this lack of effectiveness is 
that many

the driver - but don’t tell him what to do, or 
hew to drive better.

Will Ask Congress to Change 
Nation’s Labor Laws 
WASHINGTON, D.C.—Presi­ 
dent Johnson lias decided the 
moment has come to attempt to 
change some of the basic labor 
laws of the land. 
Since the President is a de­ 
votee of the theory that “ poli­ 
tics is the art of the possible,” 
he believes he’ll win his fight 
in Congress, or he would not 
have picked Hie next few weeks 
for the time in which to keep 
his pledges to the nation’s union 
chiefs. 
Finishing touches are being 
put on the presidential labor 
message to Congress — where 
it will raise a sonar boom from 
a well prepared troop of Con­ 
gressmen marshaled by Sen. 
McClellan. 
Insiders say that the Presi­ 
dent’s strategy is to send the 
“ package” up the Hill during 
the week of May 3. Tills is no 
random date. 
That Monday morning more 
than 5,000 union officials will 
open the biggest labor gather­ 
ing of officers in history. These 
men will be delegates to the 10th 
National 
Legislative 
Confer­ 
ence of the Building and Con­ 
struction Trades unions located 
from coast to coast. 
They’ll speak for over 3 mil­ 
lion AFX-CIO members. And riot 
only do they know how to speak, 
but how to fem out, lobby, but­ 
tonhole, pound desks, argueand 
cajole 
representatives 
and 
senators from their home dis­ 
tricts. On May 4 the 5,000 
delegates will do just that. 
They’ll lie all over Hie Hill, 
the House and Senate office 
buildings,the dining rooms and 
private congressional offices.

The phrase “ situs picketing” 
means the picketing of a single 
project being constructed by 
many contractors. Thus 20con­ 
struction firm s could be in­ 
volved on the same huge site. 
Some of these contractors 
would be using union help.Some 
would not. So, there could tie 40 
or 50 different unions involved 
— arid some non-union workers 
as well. 
Naturally, tile lai>or leaders 
would want to unionize the en­ 
tire project. They could do this 
easily 
by 
throwing 
pickets 
around Hie non-union employer, 
just as they might string pick­ 
ets in front of a factory. 
But on a common site all the 
workers would stop even though 
they were employed by com­ 
panies not involved in the dis­ 
pute. Such common situs picket­ 
ing was legal for a long time. 
Then came the law forbidding 
such picketing of one employer 
if it affected the work on a com­ 
mon project.

You also hear the term “ for­ 
ward integration.” This is the

considered taking over 
food chains to market their own 
products — as a means of self- 
protection. 
Of 
six 
major 
food items 
studied by the Department of 
Agriculture, all have risen con­ 
siderably in retail price sine* 
1947, while the price the farm ­ 
er gets for the same items, in an 
unprocessed state, has dropped 
considerably. Only three prod­ 
ucts — pork, milk and eggs — 
have varied from this trend. 
Retail 
cuts 
of pork have 
dropped 11.2 per cont, to the 
housewife, since 1947, while the 
farm er also has received less 
for pork, by 37.9 per cent. A 
bottle of milk costs 27.5 per cent 
more at retail while the dairy 
film ier gets 0.9 per cent more. 
Eggs are down 20.7 per cent to 
the housewife, down 36.3 per 
cent to the fanner. 
Here is the topsy-turvy his­ 
tory (since 1947) of the other 
food items studied by the de­ 
partment: choice lamb roast, 
up 24.4 per cent to consumer, 
down 16.A per cent to farmer; 
choice beef, up 26 per cent to 
consumer, down 13.8 per cent 
to farm er; white bread, up 63.6 
per o«“tit to consumer, down 26.2 
per cent to farmer; corn flakes, 
up 07.1 per cent to consumer, 
down 41.9 per cent to farm er; 
potatoes, up 28.9 per cent to 
consumer, down 44.7 per cent 
to farm er; salad dressing, up 
5.2 per cent to consumer, down

The purpose was two days of 
cam araderie, story telling and, 
partly, to thank some of the 
German officers who ran the 
prisoner of war camp. 
“ We cannot help but give the 
German Luftwaffe credit for the 
fairly good treatment we re­ 
ceived,” said retired Maj.Gen. 
Delmar T. Spivey, now a mili­ 
tary school commandant. 
Form er American POW’ssaid 
many of them owe their lives 
to the Germans. 
But 50 were shot to death 
in “ the great escape,” the flight 
to freedom through a massive 
tunnel recounted In a motion 
picture of the same name. 
Twenty-three others were sent 
back behind the barbed wire.

It is opposed bv outdoor movie 
operators, bowling alley proprietors, and tavern 
keepers. It is anathema, the Devil’s invention, 
to farm ers, who insist that cows want to be 
milked on “ God’s Time.” With the steady ad­ 
vance 
of state and federal legislative reap­ 
portionment, the once strident political voice of 
the farm er slowly diminishes, and an end to the 
time confusion appears feasible. 
As it is, 31 states and the District of Colum­ 
bia have DST, either state-wide or by local 
option. But only 15 start and stop simultaneous­ 
ly. That means that clocks will be put AHEAD 
in only 15 states on next Sunday, the last Sun­ 
day in April. The same states will retard 
clocks one hour on the last Sunday in October. 
In 16 states DST, like booze, is a matter of 
local option. 
AN EXTREMELY MODEST START toward 
bringing order into chaos has been made in 
Congress. The Senate Commerce Committee 
early last year approved a bill that would have 
authorized the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion to impose uniform time standards on all 
federal agencies and on such interstate busi­ 
nesses as airlines, buses, railroads, and com­ 
munications companies. The committee rejected 
stronger legislation to force federal time stan­ 
dards on all states for business and civil pur­ 
poses. 
The House Commerce Committee last August 
approved by a 9 to 8 vote a compromise bill 
that would set a uniform period for DST but 
would allow many exceptions. For one reason 
or another both measures, criticized as too per­ 
missive, failed to reach the floor. 
Identical bills have been offered in both houses 
this year. The Senate Commerce Committee on 
Monday begins discussion on a bill by Sen. 
Norris Cotton (R N. H.) and Gale W. McGee 
(D Wyo.) 
THE COST and work imposed by DST is not 
generally realized. Western Union, “the na­ 
tion’s timekeeper,” once estimated that it had 
to adjust 40,000 clocks in tens of hundreds of 
cities. 
Add to this hubbub the general inability to < 
agree not only on whether to have it at all but 
also on when to have it, and confusion is com­ 
pounded 
mightily. Some years ago the Tran­ 
sportation Association of America cited the case 
of a bus operating over a 35-mile stretch of 
highway between Steubenville, Ohio, and Mounds- 
ville, W. Ya., which passed through seven time 
zones. A drummer traveling through the 
Old 
Dominion of Virginia can get the Joe Blakes 
just from time changes. 
Because federal law still requires railroads 
to operate on standard time, many of them 
must publish two kinds of time-tables, one 
based on standard time for the use of em­ 
ployees and the other reporting passenger 
train schedules on local time (fast and standard) 
for the convenience of the traveling public. 
Railroad labor would welcome uniformity. The 
union leaders also think they might improve their 
benefits if needless and 
costly time-table 
changes were eliminated. 
Fast or slow, God’s or man’s, Americans be­ 
fore too long may at least agree on the time of 
day.

Is death the worst that can happen to a driver 
involved in an accident? Is this the aspect of 
motor vehicle accidents that most frightens 
him, and makes him pay the most attention to 
safety slogans and warnings? 
Maybe not, according to a study that was con­ 
ducted by the Pure Oil Company and the Ameri­ 
can Trucking Associations. In a booklet titled, 
“ What Motorists Really Think About Traffic 
Safety!” , it’s suggested that many drivers 
may fear life-long disability, inability to earn 
money, permanent injury and crippling even 
more than sudden death. 
Perhaps the fear of crippling a wife, child or 
other loved ones would make a deeper im­ 
pression on drivers, in comparison to the fear 
of death. 
While there were 40,900 motor vehicle deaths 
in 1962, there were 1,500,000 accidents that 
disabled the driver or passengers for more than 
one day. 
The Pure-AT A study suggests that emphasis 
on this side of the accident problem - rather 
than on fatalities alone -- might be effective, 
but is almost entirely overlooked in safety 
slogans and campaigns. 
The study notes that most drivers are unim­ 
pressed by the usual range of safety slogans 
and signs that are designed to scare them. At 
least partly this is because the average driver 
considers himself to be a “good driver” and the 
slogans, therefore, don’t really apply to him. 


Another factor in this lack of effectiveness is 
that many slogans and scare-warnings Just scare 
the driver - but don’t tell him what to do, or 
hew to drive better. 
Perhaps more 
attention to the disabling, 
crippling accident aspects of automobile safe­ 
ty, and more advice on good driving and pre­ 
cautions rather than on “ scare,” would help to 
slow down both accident and fatality rates.

“ Perhaps most of our industrial strife stems 
from the strange notion that profits are auto­ 
matic and that the big thing is to put in the work­ 
ing hours 
rather than pay attention to what is 
actually produced.

ly. Our Schools are apparently falling down when 
it comes to the inculcation of proper work at­ 
titudes. And indifference to the same thing in 
the 
homes 
is 
adding 
to our disciplinary 
troubles.”

THE FEDERAL BLITZ AGAIN 
The nation has lieen alerted by 
the Council of State Cham bers 
of Com m erce to the latest bid 
of the Washington bureaucrats 
and the National Education As­ 
sociation 
(the "T each ers’ 
Union") for Federal 
control 
of the public schools. 
Despite the fact that there is 
less need for Federal aid in 
this area than at any time since 
the end of WW H, the Council 
w arns that the champions of 
F ederal takeover, intoxicated

"G reat Society" have come up 
with a new gimmick 
called 
"poverty-im pact 
funds" and

"Of the 4.9 million school-age 
children 
from 
improve rish 
fam ilies (less than $2,000 in­ 
come), " says Mr. R lnta’s re­ 
port, "1.5 million are in 770 
counties where the children of 
im proverish fam ilies represent 
le ss than 10 percent of all 
school-age children, and 
in 
num erous counties, less than 5 
percent. 
"T hirty-nine percent of 
the 
poverty-im pact funds would go 
to counties with only 31 per­ 
cent 
of the nation’s im pover­ 
ished children and each of which 
has less than the national aver­ 
age 
proportion 
of 
poor 
ch ildren." 
Mr. Rinta noted further that 
the nation’s ten w ealthiest coun­ 
ties (with only two to four per­ 
cent of their children in the 
poverty bracket) would receive 
$8.9 million in 1966 - as com­ 
pared with $4.5 million for ten 
poor counties with 35 to 
54 
percent of their children from 
im poverished fam ilies. 
The 
num bers of youngsters in the 
two groups, he said, are alm ost 
identical. 
Mr. Rinta went on to note from 
data of the US Office of Educa­ 


tion and the NEA that the prob­ 
lem s of the past decade with 
its school-age "population ex­ 
plosion" w ere far greater than 
those 
of 
the decade ahead. 
"D uring the 1954-64 decade, 
public school enrollem ents rose 
12.9 m illion or 43 percent," he 
said. 
"In com parison, 
the 
projected increases in the next 
decade are 6.1 million or 15 
p ercen t."

If we pull out of South Viet 
Nam by agreem ent demands for 
disarm am ent will l>e revived. 
To many, disarm am ent is a 
self - evident virtue, an ab­ 
solutely good thing. They naive­ 
ly assume disarm am ent equals 
peace. This century’s history 
indicates clearly disarm ament 
is the road to w ar. 
Many will forget o r disbelieve 
that a bill passed the Senate 
September 8, 1961, the House 
Septemtier 19, 1961, and P resi­ 
dent Kennedy signed it into 
Public Law 87-297 September 
26, 
1961. It authorized 
the 
President to proceed with dis­ 
arm am ent, subject only to con­ 
sent of the Senate. The Senate 
could l>e servile o r a simple 
majority of 2 o r 3 present could 
conceivably ratify. 
Powerful forces exert trem en­ 
dous pressure to disarm as a

President to disarm this nation. 
A second form of disarm am ent 
is arm s lim itation and control 
by treaty agreem ents among 
nations. This is a boon to the

among the “ pow ers’’ limiting 
the weapons they have, giving 
weapons to “ controllers” to

President Set to Keep Party’s 
Pledges to Union Chiefs; Soon 
Will Ask Congress to Change 
Nation’s Labor Laws 
WASHINGTON, D.C.—P re si­ 
dent Johnson has decided the 
moment has come to attem pt to 
change some of the basic labor 
laws of the land. 
Since the President is a de­ 
votee of the theory that “ poli­ 
tics is the a rt of the possible,” 
he believes he’ll win his fight 
in C ongress, or he would not 
have picked the next few weeks 
for the tim e in which to keep 
his pledges to the nation’s union 
chiefs. 
Finishing touches are being 
put on the presidential labor 
m essage to Congress — where 
it will raise a sonar boom from 
a well prepared troop of Con­ 
gressm en 
m arshaled by Sen. 
McClellan. 
Insiders say that the P re si­ 
dent’s strategy is to send the 
“ package” up the Hill during 
the week of May 3. This is no 
random date. 
That Monday morning m ore 
than 5,000 union officials will 
open the biggest labor gather­ 
ing of officers in history. These 
men will be delegates to the 10th 
National 
L egislative 
Confer­ 
ence of the Building and Con­ 
struction T rades unions located 
from coast to coast. 
They’ll speak for over 3 m il­ 
lion AFL-CIO m em bers. And not 
only do they know how to speak, 
but how to fan out, lobby, but­ 
tonhole, pound desks, argue and 
cajole 
representatives 
and 
senators from their home dis­ 
tric ts. On 
May 4 the 5,000 
delegates will do just that. 
They’ll be all over the Hill, 
the House and Senate office 
buildings,the dining rooms and 
private congressional offices. 
Wliat m ore strategic moment 
can the President pick for his la­ 
bor m essage? 
The President believes such 
a m essage must be sent because 
the 
Dem ocratic 
Party 
plat­ 
form com m its him. To what? 
To at least four m ajor bills 
which can change the country’s 
collective bargaining face. 
No labor leader doubts that 
the President will ask bluntly 
for the repeal of the states’ 
power to pass laws allowing 
w orkers to keep their jobs with­ 
out joining unions. 
To keep this power from the 


states the President will ask for 
repeal of the now famous clause 
14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Immediately it is repealed, la­ 
bor can bargain for such un­ 
ion shop contracts, which are 
now prohibited in 19 states. 
Another part of the p resi­ 
dential package is something 
with which the public is not 
fam iliar. 
The 
President 
is 
expected to ask for a second 
repealer — this time for that 
section of the Taft-H artley Act 
which bans “ situs picketing.” 
This could affect billions of 
dollars worth of construction of 
skyscrapers, dam s, shopping 
centers and m issile sites. 
The phrase “ situspicketing” 
means the picketing of a single 
project being constructed by 
many contractors. Tlius 20 con­ 
struction firm s could be in­ 
volved on the sam e huge site. 
Some of these contractors 
would be using union help.Som e 
would not. So, there could be 40 
o r 50 different unions involved 
— and some non-union w orkers 
a s well. 
N aturally, the labor leaders 
would want to unionize the en­ 
tire project. They could do this 
easily 
by 
throwing 
pickets 
around the non-union em ployer, 
just as they might string pick­ 
ets in front of a factory. 
But on a common site all the 
w orkers would stop even though 
they were employed by com­ 
panies not involved in the dis­ 
pute. Such common situspicket- 
ing was legal for a long tim e. 
Then came the law forbidding 
such picketing of one em ployer 
if it affected the work on a com­ 
mon project. The ban was up­ 
held by the Supreme Court a 
decade ago. 
Since then the powerful build­ 
ing and construction trades have 
sought repeal of the law so they 
could picket such projects. 
The President has pledged his 
support for both repealers. 
Such support is expected to 
be frankly expressed in his 
m essage. There will be a long 
conflict in C ongress. 
The labor forces and the op­ 
position know tliat repeal will 
open the nation’s new frontiers 
to far-flung unionizing drives, 
which 
could add m illions of 
m em bers to the movement. 
This will be the noisiest, 
toughest battle the Hill has 
seen in many a year. 


WASHINGTON 
— Alabama 
congressm an William Dickin­ 
son, a Republican, who made 
the lurid charges on the House 
floor about sex and seduction 
among the civil rights m arch­ 
ers, is planning a repeat per­ 
form ance.

“ You fellows passed the act,” 
says Hoffa, “ now both you and 
labor have got to live with it. 
And it requires elections for 
union officers. 
“ When you have elections, 
the boys in the locals are go­ 
ing to vote for the man who 
gets them what they want. And 
what they want are wage in­ 
creases. 
“ Some presidents who spend 
their tim e sitting around with 
business leaders in the board 
room s o r lunching at the White 
House a re n ’t going to get re­ 
elected. When Congress passed 
the Landrum -Griffin Act re­ 
quiring union elections, it for­ 
got that the chief goal of the 
A m erican people — including 
labor — is to get more for 
le ss.” 
Shortly after Hoffa made this 
diagnosis, two big union elec­ 
tions voted against two famous 
labor lead ers — Dave McDonald 
of the Steelw orkers and Jim 
Carey of the United Electrical 
W orkers. 
McDonald had established one 
n * H,e most 
progressive sys­ 


tem s of adjusting wage and 
working 
conditions 
in labor 
history. 
Problem s have been 
solved by labor-industry com­ 
m ittees as they arose. There 
has been no steel strike for 
six years. But to do this, Dave 
mingled with steel executives, 
got out of touch with his m en. 
So some local presidents de­ 
serted McDonald to join chal­ 
lenger I. S. Abel. And in the 
unionwide election Dave cam e 
out the loser. The margin is 
close and the election is still 
being contested, but the net ef­ 
fect is that both McDonald and 
Abel have to be tough bargain­ 
e rs . Each is determined to out­ 
bargain the other, which means 
m ore chance of a strike, m ore 
chance 
that 
the 
national 
economy will suffer. 
Note — Because of the Steel­ 
w orkers’ election battle, best 
solution for the wage dispute is 
a one-year temporary contract 
at around 12V2*cent wage in­ 
crease. Secretary of Com m erce 
John Connor, who once served 
on the business advisory coun­ 
cil with U. S. Steel chairm an 
Roger Blough, is the man who 
could probably engineer this. 
—EXIT JIM CAREY— 
Jim Carey, like McDonald, 
trained under an enlightened 
labor 
leader, 
Phil 
M urray. 
And, like M urray, Carey worked 
not only for labor but for the 
nation. 
He battled the once Com­ 
munist-dominated United Elec­ 
tric al W orkers. He took on the 
John Birch Society, the Ku Klux 
Klan, and the White C itizens 
Councils when the latter two 
tried to infiltrate his union. 
He helped rebuild the Clinton, 
Tenn., 
schoolhouse 
and 
the 
Birmingham 
Baptist Church, 
both 
blown 
up by bombs of 
bigotry. 
When 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
cam e to the United States, Jim 
Carey was among his most 
vigorous, though courteous, op­ 
ponents in debating the m er­ 
its 
of 
capitalism and Com­ 
munism. 
Most im portant of all, from 
the viewpoint of trade union­ 
ism , Carey won a four-year 
battle 
with the giant General 
E lectric Corporation over such 
unfeir labor practices a s ne­ 
gotiation by ultimatum, som e­ 
tim es called “ boulwarism .” 
Just at the height of the 
p raise emanating from this de­ 
cision by the National Labor 
Relations Board, Carey lost 
his race for re-election. The 
GE 
decision 
affected 
every 
working man in the country. It 
was a victory not only for Carey 
but for every member of the 
AFL-CIO. 
Despite tliis, the E lectrical 
W orkers voted to throw Carey 
out. Instead they elected Paul 
Jennings, an able and conscien­ 
tious union leader but without 
C arey’s record for fighting na­ 
tional 
liattles for his fellow- 
men. 
While working on national 
problem s, Carey had made the 


significant m istake of increa* 
ing union dues. He also change 
the check-off system so tha 
companies sent th eir dues di 
rect to union headquarters i 
Washington, not to the local* 
Thus local leaders could nc 
sweeten the local trea su ries be 
fore 
sending 
the 
money t 
Washington. 
These are som e of the fee 
tors behind the steel wage talk 
and 
other 
bargaining 
negc 
tiations around the country. Th 
Landrum-Griffin Act cuts tw 
ways.

AN AGREEMENT ON TIME 
The Senate Commerce Committee starts dis­ 
cussion on Monday (April 26) on what to do 
about the annual confusion over Daylight Saving 
Time, 
» 
DAYLIGHT SAVING TIME is popular with fac­ 
tory and office workers, golfers and fishermen, 
city merchants, and businessmen. It 
suffered 
by railroad schedule makers, and television 
programmers. It is opposed by outdoor movie 
operators, bowling alley proprietors, and tavern 
keepers. It is anathema, the Devil’s invention, 
to farm ers, who insist that cows want to bo 
milked on “ God’s Time,” With the steady ad­ 
vance 
of state and federal legislative reap­ 
portionment, the once strident political voice of 
the farm er slowly diminishes, and an end to the 
time confusion appears feasible. 
As it is, 31 states and the District of Colum­ 
bia have DST, either state-wide or by local 
option. But only 15 start and stop simultaneous­ 
ly. That means that clocks will be put AHEAD 
in only 15 states on next Sunday, the last Sun­ 
day in April. The same states will retard 
clocks one hour on the last Sunday in October. 
In 16 states DST, like booze, is a matter of 
local option. 
AN 
EXTREMELY MODEST START toward 
bringing order into chaos has been made in 
Congress. The Senate Commerce Committee 
early last year approved a bill that would have 
authorized the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion to impose uniform time standards on all 
federal agencies and on such interstate busi­ 
nesses as airlines, buses, railroads, and com­ 
munications companies. The committee rejected 
stronger legislation to force federal time stan­ 
dards on all states for business and civil pur­ 
poses. 
The House Commerce Committee last August 
approved by a 9 to 8 vote a compromise bill 
that would set a uniform period for DST but 
would allow many exceptions. For one reason 
or another both measures, criticized as too per­ 
missive, failed to reach the floor. 
Identical bills have been offered in both houses 
this year. The Senate Commerce Committee on 
Monday begins discussion on a bill by Sen. 
Norris Cotton (R N. H.) and Gale W. McGee 
(D Wyo.) 
THE COST and work imposed by DST is not 
generally realized. Western Union, “ the na­ 
tion’s timekeeper,” once estimated that it had 
to adjust 40,000 clocks in tens of hundreds of 
cities. 
Add to this hubbub the general inability to « 
agree not only on whether to have it at all but 
also on when to have it, and confusion is com­ 
pounded 
mightily. Some years ago the Tran­ 
sportation Association of America cited the case 
of a bus operating over a 35-mile stretch of 
highway between Steubenville, Ohio, and Mounds- 
ville, W. Ya., which passed through seven time 
zones. A drummer traveling through the 
Old 
Dominion of Virginia can get the Joe Blakes 
just from time changes. 
Because federal law still requires railroads 
to operate on standard time, many of them 
must publish two kinds of time-tables, one 
based on standard time for the use of em­ 
ployees and the other reporting passenger 
train schedules on local time (fast and standard) 
for the convenience of the traveling public. 
Railroad labor would welcome uniformity. The 
union leaders also think they might improve their 
benefits if needless and 
costly time-table 
changes were eliminated. 
Fast or slow, God’s or man’s, Americans be­ 
fore too long may at least agree on the time of 
day.

Is death the worst that can happen to a driver 
involved in an accident? Is this the aspect of 
motor vehicle accidents that most frightens 
him, and makes him pay the most attention to 
safety slogans and warnings? 
Maybe not, according to a study that was con­ 
ducted by the Pure Oil Company and the Ameri­ 
can Trucking Associations. In a booklet titled, 
“ What Motorists Really Think About Traffic 
Safety!” , it’s suggested that many drivers 
may fear life-long disability, inability to earn 
money, permanent injury and crippling even 
more than sudden death. 
Perhaps the fear of crippling a wife, child or 
other loved ones would make a deeper im­ 
pression on drivers, in comparison to the fear 
of death. 
While there were 40,900 motor vehicle deaths 
in 1962, there were 1,500,000 accidents that 
disabled the driver or passengers for more than 
one day. 
The Pure-ATA study suggests that emphasis 
on this side of the accident problem - rather 
than on fatalities alone -- might be effective, 
but is almost entirely overlooked in safety 
slogans and campaigns. 
The study notes that most drivers are unim­ 
pressed by the usual range of safety slogans 
and signs that are designed to scare them. At 
least partly this is because the average driver 
considers himself to be a “ good driver” and the 
slogans, therefore, don’t really apply to him. 


Another factor in this lack of effectiveness is 
that many slogans and seare-w arnings just scare 
the driver - but don’t tell him what to do, or 
hew to drive better. 
Perhaps more 
attention to the disabling, 
crippling accident aspects of automobile safe­ 
ty, and more advice on good driving and pre­ 
cautions rather than on “ scare,” would help to 
slow 
down both accident and fatality rates. 
* * * 
Ralph T. Moore writes in the Oregon Voter: 
“ Perhaps most of our industrial strife stems 
from the strange notion that profits are auto­ 
matic and that the big thing is to put in the work­ 
ing hours 
rather than pay attention to what is 
actually produced. One often runs into 
this 
attitude when hiring the young people, especial­ 
ly. Our Schools are apparently falling dow n when 
it comes to the inculcation of proper work at­ 
titudes. And indifference to the same thing in 
the 
homes 
is 
adding 
to our disciplinary 
troubles.”

THE FEDERAL BLITZ AGAIN 
The nation has been alerted by 
the Council of State Chambers 
of Com m erce to the latest bid 
of the Washington bureaucrats 
and the National Education As­ 
sociation 
(the “ T eachers’ 
Union") for Federal 
control 
of the public schools. 
Despite the fact that there is 
less need for Federal aid in 
this area than at any time since 
the end of WW n, the Council

“ Of the 4.9 million school-age 
children 
from 
im proverish 
fam ilies (less than $2,000 in­ 
come), ” says Mr. Rinta’s re­ 
port, "1.5 million are in 770 
counties w here the children of 
im proverish fam ilies represent 
less than 10 percent of aU 
school-age 
children, and 
in 
num erous counties, less than 5 
percent. 
"T hirty-nine percent of 
the 
poverty-im pact funds would go 
to counties with only 31 per­ 
cent 
of the nation’s im pover­ 
ished children and each of which 
has less than the national aver­ 
age 
proportion 
of 
poor 
children." 
Mr. Rinta noted further that 
the nation’s ten wealthiest coun­ 
ties (with only two to four per­ 
cent of their children in the 
poverty bracket) would receive 
$8.9 million in 1966 - as com­ 
pared with $4.5 million for ten 
poor counties with 35 to 
54 
percent of their children from 
im poverished fam ilies. 
The 
num bers of youngsters in the 
two groups, he said, are alm ost 
identical. 
Mr. Rinta went on to note from 
data of the US Office of Educa­ 


tion and the NEA that the prol>- 
lem s of the past decade with 
its school-age "population ex­ 
plosion" were far g reater than 
those 
of 
the decade ahead. 
"D uring the 1954-64 decade, 
public school enrollem ents rose 
12.9 million or 43 p ercen t," he 
said. 
"In com parison, 
the 
projected increases in the next 
decade are 6.1 million or 15 
p ercent."

If we pull out of South Viet 
Nam by agreem ent demands for 
disarm am ent will l>e revived. 
To many, disarm am ent is ¡, 
self - evident virtue, an ab­ 
solutely good thing. They naive­ 
ly assum e disarm am ent equals 
peace. This century’s history 
Indicates clearly disarm am ent 
is the road to war. 
Many will forget or dlstiellcve 
that a hill passed the Senate 
September B, 1961, the House 
Septendier 19, 1961, and P resi­ 
dent 
Kennedy signed It Into 
Public Law 87-297 September 
26, 
1961. 
It authorized 
the 
President to proceed with dis­ 
arm am ent, subject only to con­ 
sent of the Senate. The Senate 
could i>e servile or a simple 
majority of 2 or 3 present could 
conceivably ratify. 
Powerful forces exert trem en­ 
dous pressure to disarm as a 
"step toward peace." Complete 
disarm am ent 
was 
first pro­ 
posed by Khrushchev at the UN 
in Septem ber, 1959, 2 years 
l>efore Congress authorized the 
President to disarm this nation. 
A second form of disarm am ent 
is arm s lim itation and control 
by treaty agreem ents among 
nations. This is a boon to the 
"ban the l>omb’’-e rs. It pro­ 
poses 
formal 
agreem ents 
among the "p o w e rs" limiting 
the weapons they have, giving 
weapons to "c o n tro lle rs" to 
"punish ag g re sso rs." An ex­ 
ample of the second form is the 
1963 Nuclear Test - Ban Treaty. 
Disarm am ent agreem ent 
was 
tried following World War I. 
Major free nations complied; 
Germany and Japan did not. 
We paid a terrib le price for a 
lesson we should not so soon 
forget. 
“ Unilateral D isarm am ent" is 
a third form: a nation disarm s 
itself Innocently hoping others 
follow suit. This is pacifism. 
With conquerors 
active 
like 
China, Russia, Cuba, it is also 
national suicide.

shields protecting free, peace- 
loving 
people. 
Disarmament

President Set to Keep Party’s 
Pledges to Union Chiefs; Soon 
Will Ask Congress to Change 
Nation’s Labor Laws 
WASHINGTON, D.C.—P resi- 
dent Johnson has decided the 
moment has come to attem pt to 
change some of the basic labor 
laws of the land. 
Since the President is a de­ 
votee of the theory that “ poli­ 
tics is the art of the possible,” 
he believes he’ll win his fight 
in Congress, or he would not 
have picked the next few weeks 
for the time in which to keep 
his pledges to the nation’s union 
chiefs. 
Finishing touches are being 
put on the presidential labor 
m essage to C ongress— where 
it will raise a sonar boom from 
a well prepared troop of Con­ 
gressm en 
m arshaled by Sen. 
M cClellan. 
Insiders say that the P re si­ 
dent’s strategy is to send the 
“ package” up the Hill during 
the week of May 3. This is no 
random date. 
That Monday morning more 
than 5,000 union officials will 
open the biggest labor gather­ 
ing of officers in history. These 
men will be delegates to the 10th 
National 
Legislative 
Confer­ 
ence of the Building and Con­ 
struction Trades unions located 
from coast to coast. 
They’ll speak for over 3 mil­ 
lion A FL-CIO m em bers. And not 
only do they know how to speak, 
but how to fan out, lobby, but­ 
tonhole, pound desks, argue and 
cajole 
representatives 
and 
senators from their home dis­ 
tric ts. On 
May 4 the 5,000 
delegates will do just that. 
They’ll be all over the Hill, 
the 
House and Senate office 
buildings,the dining rooms and 
private congressional offices. 
What more strategic moment 
can the President pick for his la­ 
bor m essage? 
The President believes such 
a m essage must be sent because 
the 
Democratic 
Party 
plat­ 
form com mits him . To what? 
To at least four m ajor bills 
which can ciiange the country’s 
collective bargaining face. 
No lalKir leader doubts that 
the President will ask bluntly 
for the repeal of the states* 
power to pass laws allowing 
w orkers to keep their jobs with­ 
out joining unions. 
To keep this power from the 


states the President will ask for 
repeal of the now famous clause 
14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Immediately it is repealed, la­ 
bor can bargain for such un­ 
ion shop contracts, which are 
now prohibited in 19 states. 
Another part of the p resi­ 
dential package is something 
with which the public is not 
fam iliar. 
The 
President 
is 
expected to ask for a second 
repealer — this time for that 
section of the Taft-H artley Act 
which bans “ situs picketing.” 
This could affect billions of 
dollars worth of construction of 
skyscrapers, dams, shopping 
centers and m issile sites. 
The phrase “ situspicketing” 
means the picketing of a single 
project being constructed by 
many contractors. Thus 20con­ 
struction firm s could be in­ 
volved on the sam e huge site. 
Some of these contractors 
would be using union help.Som e 
would not. So, there could be 40 
or 50 different unions involved 
— and some non-union w orkers 
as well. 
N aturally, the labor leaders 
would want to unionize the en­ 
tire project. They could do this 
easily 
by 
throwing 
pickets 
around the non-union em ployer, 
just as they might string pick­ 
ets in front of a factory. 
But on a common site all the 
w orkers would stop even though 
they were employed by com­ 
panies not involved in the dis­ 
pute. Such common situs picket­ 
ing was legal for a long tim e. 
Then cam e the law forbidding 
such picketing of one em ployer 
if it affected the work on a com­ 
mon project. The Ixin was up­ 
held by the Supreme Court a 
decade ago. 
Since then the powerful build­ 
ing and construction trades have 
sought repeal of the law so they 
could picket such projects. 
The President has pledged his 
support for both repealers. 
Such support is expected to 
be frankly expressed in his 
m essage. There will be a long 
conflict in Congress. 
The latxir forces and the op­ 
position know tliat repeal will 
open the nation’s new frontiers 
to far-flung unionizing drives, 
which 
could add millions of 
m em bers to the movement. 
This will be the noisiest, 
toughest battle the Hill 
has 
seen in many a year. 


WASHINGTON 
— Alabama 
congressm an William Dickin­ 
son, a Republican, who made 
the lurid charges on the House 
floor about sex and seduction 
among the civil rights m arch­ 
ers, is planning a repeat p er­ 
form ance. 
To make sure he gets a big 
audience, 
he 
has 
written 
privately 
to 
his House col­ 
leagues inviting them to the 
show. 
“ On March 30th I made a 
speech 
on the Floor entitled 
‘March on Montgomery — The 
Untold Story,* ” he w rote. “ To 
say the least, this has created 
much comment. There a re some 
who have questioned the ac­ 
curacy of my facts and, indeed, 
the trutli of my rem ark s.” 
Dickinson will answ er his 
critics in another House speech 
on April 27. 
“ On that date,” he w rites, 
“ I plan to offer to the House 
what 
I believe will

sidered adequate proof and ask 
for appropriate action of this 
House. 
“ I invite the presence of all 
interested m em bers. I cannot 
prom ise you will like what I 
say, but I do prom ise you will 
not be bored.”

There is more than m eets 
the eye behind the threatened 
steel 
strike. It’s a re stle ss­ 
ness taking place in some of 
the big labor unions which Jim ­ 
my 
Hoffa of the T eam sters, 
no slouch as a union authority, 
attributes to the Landrum -Grif- 
fin Act. 
“ You fellows passed the ac t,” 
says Hoffa, “ now both you and 
labor have got to live with it. 
And it requires elections for 
union officers. 
“ When you have elections, 
the boys hi the locals a re go­ 
ing to vote for the man who 
gets them what they want. And 
what they want a re wage in­ 
creases. 
“Some presidents who spend 
their tim e sitting around with 
business leaders in the board 
room s or lunching at the White 
House aren ’t going to get re­ 
elected. When Congress passed 
the Land rum-Griffin Act 
re­ 
quiring union elections, it for­ 
got that the chief goal of the 
Am erican people — including 
labor — is to get m ore for 
le ss.”

history. 
Problem s have been 
solved by labor-industry com­ 
m ittees as they arose. There 
has been no steel stiik e for 
six years. But to do this, Dave 
mingled with steel executives, 
got out of touch with his men. 
So some local presidents de­ 
serted McDonald to join chal­ 
lenger I. S. Abel. And in the 
unionwide election Dave came 
out the loser. The margin is 
close and the election is still 
being contested, but the net ef­ 
fect is that both McDonald and 
Abel have to be tough liar gain­ 
e rs. Each is determ ined to out­ 
bargain the other, which means 
m ore chance of a strike, more 
chance 
that

economy will suffer. 
Note — Because of the Steel­ 
w orkers’ election liattle, best 
solution for the wage dispute is 
a one-year tem porary contract 
at around 12V2-cent wage in­ 
crease. Secretary of Commerce 
John Connor, who once served 
on the business advisory coun­ 
cil with U. S. Steel chairm an 
Roger Blough, is the man who 
could probably engineer this. 
—EXIT JIM CAREY— 
Jim Carey, like McDonald, 
trained under an enlightened 
labor 
leader, 
Phil 
M urray. 
And, like M urray, Carey worked 
not only for lal>or but for the 
nation. 
He battled the once Com­ 
munist-dominated United Elec­ 
trical W orkers. He took on the 
John Birch Society, the Ku Klux 
Klan, and the White Citizens 
Councils when the latter two 
tried to infiltrate his union. 
He helped rebuild the Clinton, 
Tenn., 
schoolhouse 
and 
the 
Birmingham 
Baptist Church, 
botli 
blown 
up by bombs of 
bigotry. 
When 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
cam e to the United States, Jim 
Carey was among his most 
vigorous, though courteous, op­ 
ponents in debating the m er­ 
its 
of 
capitalism and Com­ 
munism. 
Most important of all, from 
the viewpoint of trade union­ 
ism , Carey won a four-year 
battle 
with the giant General 
E lectric Corporation over such 
unfair labor practices as ne­ 
gotiation by ultimatum, some­ 
tim es called “ boulw arism .” 
Just at the height of the 
p raise emanating from this de­ 
cision by the National Labor 
Relations Bourd, Carey lost 
his race for re-election. The 
GE 
decision 
affected 
every 
working man in the country. It 
was a victory not only for Carey 
but for every m ember of the 
A FI.-CIO. 
Despite tliis, the Electrical 
W orkers voted to throw Carey 
out. Instead they elected Paul 
Jennings, an able and conscien­ 
tious union leader but without 
Carey’s record for fighting na­ 
tional battles for his fellow, 
men. 
While working on national 
problems, Carey had made the 


significant mistake of increas­ 
ing union dues. He also changed 
the check-off system so that 
companies sent their dues di­ 
rect to union headquarters in 
Washington, not to the locals. 
Thus local leaders could not 
sweeten the local trea su ries be­ 
fore 
sending 
the 
money to 
Washington. 
These a re some of the fac­ 
tors behind the steel wage talks 
and 
other 
bargaining 
nego­ 
tiations around the country. The 
Landrum-Griffin Act cuts two 
ways. 
—FOOD PRICES AND 
CHAIN STORES— 
WASHINGTON — One of the 
ironies of today’s m arket bas­ 
ket, now being studied by the 
President’s national com m is­ 
sion on food marketing at hear- 
ings in Fort Worth, Texas, is the 
amazing disparity between what 
the farm er receives and what 
the housewife pays for the food 
she puts on the table. 
One of the dangers is that this 
could lead to further m ergers in 
our economy. At Fort Worth 
you hear sucli term s as “ back- 
ward integration,” that is, the 
ownership of packing houses 
by big chain sto res. Tins has 
helped to force down the farm 
price of beef on the hoof and 
lias some beef producers on the 
verge of bankruptcy. 
You also hear the term “ for­ 
ward integration.” This is the 
opposite technique being con­ 
templated by some fo rm groups, 
such as the Ohio Farm Bureau 
and the F arm ers Union, which 
have 
considered taking over 
food chains to m arket th eir own 
products — as a m eans of self­ 
protection. 
Of 
six 
m ajor 
food item s 
studied by the Departm ent of 
A griculture, all have risen con­ 
siderably in retail price since 
1947, while the price the farm ­ 
er gets for the sam e item s, in an 
unprocessed state, has dropped 
considerably. Only three prod­ 
ucts — pork, milk and eggs — 
have varied from this trend. 
Retail 
cuts 
of 
pork have 
dropped 11.2 per cent, to the 
housewife, since 1947, while the 
farm er also lias received less 
for pork, by 37.9 per cent. A 
bottle of milk costs 27.5 percent 
more at retail while the dairy 
farm er gets 0.9 per cent m ore. 
Eggs are down 26.7 per cent to 
the housewife, down 36.3 per 
cent to the form er. 
Here is the topsy-turvy his­ 
tory (since 1947) of the other 
food item s studied by the de­ 
partm ent: choice lamb roast, 
up 24.4 per cent to consum er, 
down 16.5 per cent to form er; 
choice beef, up 26 per cent tc 
consum er, down 13.8 per cenl 
to form er; white bread, up 63.0 
per cent to consum er, down 26.2 
per cent to form er; cornflakes, 
up 67.1 per cent to consumer, 
down 41.9 per cent to former] 
potatoes, up 28.9 per cent ti 
consum er, down 44.7 per cenl 
to form er; salad dressing, ui 
5.2 per cent to consum er, dowi 
13.1 per cent to former.
